Developed at Walter Marx Gardens 


Twenty years ago we started a collection of named Japanese iris and each 
succeeding year purchased additional varieties from various U.S. sources. 
The total number of these exceeded 500 named varieties and there were 
apparently no Higo iris among them. On 3 different occasions before and 
after the 2nd World War we imported large collections of the finest 
Japanese strain of these iris now generally referred to as the Higo 
strain. The importations totaled about 300 named varieties so that 
we should have grown during these years about 800 different varieties 
of Japanese Iris. Unfortunately this was not the case and 
after discounting all duplications and trash sent in place of 
high priced varieties we actually never had at the most over 
half the number we ordered in good faith. At first we 
attempted to unravel the awful muddle of names in order 
to authenticate those varieties listed in our catalog. After 
much discouraging correspondence, a lot of time and ex- 
pense, we realized we were up against a hopeless task. 


All the while our biggest and most ambitious effort 
has been spent developing better Japanese iris with 
a two-fold purpose in mind. First, the creation of new

CULTURE: Perennial hardy asters require only moderately fertile soil. They are exceedingly hardy and few pests bother them. 
They may be planted about 18 to 24 inches apart and do best in the full sun with plenty of moisture. The clumps should not be 
allowed to become too large. When they become too large or appear crowded divide them down to teacup-size or smaller, taking 
the new plants from the outside and discarding the old centers. Even a single new shoot will make a fine flowering plant by 


autumntime.

Because they are so delightful, lovable, colorful and wnobtrusive 
at all times, Primroses will win the heart of every flower lover 
sooner or later. Primroses and dwarf iris in companion planting 
make a pretty spring garden picture. 


CULTURE: Primroses will not endure excessive heat nor ex- 
treme aridity. Neither will they withstand sub zero temperatures 
without protection. With few exceptions they prefer a deep fer- 
tile soil that is cool and moisture retentive. In the Pacific North- 
west primroses are successfully grown in full sun but for most 
sections of the country we advise considerable shade. 


Plants shipped from March to May 
will be in bud or flower.

Their Juliae traits of unusual hardiness and tolerance of 
summer heat and drouth have enabled gardeners in more diffi- 
cult areas to grow primroses successfully for the first time. Re- 
ports from the midwest where hot summers and cold winters pre- 
vail already indicate they are destined to become most popular 
throughout the country. For the small intimate garden or the 
cool rockery these miniature jewels will afford greatest delight. 
And as an edging plant along garden paths or perennial borders 
they are invaluable.

SHIPMENT: Spring to June 15th. 


CULTURE: Plant tubers in any good garden soil 4 to 5 
inches deep in a horizontal position with the eye or sprout 
upright. After planting do not allow the soil to dry out as 
dahlias require abundant moisture from the time growth 
begins. Stronger bushy specimens are produced by pinching 
the tops out of the plants when they are about one foot 
high. Well rotted manure thoroughly mixed with the soil 
provides a good fertilizer for dahlias. For best results plant 
in full sun except in warmest sections of the country where 
afternoon shade is advisable.
